May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, 
have the honour to submit to Your Excellency this our Eighty- 
fourth Report. In this report the statistics of attendance, num- 
bers on the rolls, etc., in the schools, are for the year ended the 
31st December, 1917, the financial statements are for the year 
ended the 31st March, 1918, and the general information is 
brought up to the 31st December, 1918. 

The period that has elapsed since the publication of our last TTar 
Annual Report has been generally unfavourable to the attend- Condi- 
ance at the schools, owing primarily to the adverse circumstances tions. 
arising from the War, and, in particular, during the autumn 
and winter of 1918, to a widely-spread and malignant epidemic 
of influenza which was prevalent in all parts of the country and 
necessitated the closing of a large number of the schools for 
several weeks at a time. During the year 1917 the regularity 
of attendance showed a further slight decline as compared with 
the previous year, the falling-off being indicated by a decrease in 
the centesimal proportion of attendance from 70' 7 to 69 '9. This 
percentage is the lowest that has been shown in our returns 
since 1908, but there is reason to hope that with the advent of 
peace to the country normal and improved conditions will quickly 
be established.

Compul- Early in 1918 we had again under consideration the question 
sory of amending the compulsory attendance clauses of the Irish 
Atten- Education Act, 1892, and we have made strong representations 
dcmce. to the Irish Government on the necessity of stringent alterations 
in the Act, which are urgently required if a long-needed im- 
provement in the attendance is to be secured. Although the 
Act is in existence for over 26 years, it is estimated that ap- 
proximately one-third of the population of Ireland does not yet 
come under its provisions in regard to compulsory attendance 
through the default of the local authorities on whom the onus 
rests of putting it into force. No reform is, in our opinion, more 
urgent than this in connection with our educational system. 

Build- With the cessation of the War and the prospect of the renewal 
ing of grants and loans for the building of schoolhouses and teachers’ 
Cfrants. residences we trust that it may be possible for nuimigers to take 
in hand the work of providing new buildings and of replacing the 
many unsuitable houses which are unfortunately still in use. 
The great increase in the cost of labour and materials has 
rendered the provision of new schoolhouses a serious strain on 
the financial resources available, and it is to be feared that they 
may prove unequal to the needs of the situation. The position 
of affairs in the City of Belfast is in this respect a matter of 
urgent concern. 

With regard to the teachers’ residences the fact that our 
grants must not exceed £100 and that State loans are limited 
by Statute to a sum of £2, “50 is, in present circumstances, an 
almost insuperable bar to work being done. It is necessary that 
powers should be obtained to increase these amounts to at least 
£260 and £500 respectively. Large numbers of teachers, par- 
ticularly in remote districts” find great difficulty in securing suit- 
fible lodgings and residences, and many have to travel long 
distances daily to and from their schools. 

Teachers' The new scheme of teachers’ salaries, which was finally saiic- 
SaUries. tioned by the Irish Government and the Treasury in December, 
■ 1917, took financial effect as from 1st April, 1917, and during 
the first months of 1918 the necessary transfer of the teachers 
from the old system of payments to the new was successfully 
accomplished with a minimum of friction and delay. As we 
pointed out briefly in our last Eeport to Your Excellency, we 
had to express our disappointment that the increases then 
granted to the teachers fell short of the amounts that we con- 
sidered to be essential to meet the necessities of the case, and 
W6 were aware that some sections of the teaching body, espe- 
cially the assistant teachers in urban districts, felt greatly 
aggrieved at the inadequacy of the new scales allotted to them. 
As, however, the Government referred the whole question of the 
financial position of the teachers to a Committee, of which one 
of our members. Lord Killanin, was appointed ohairraan, we 
do not think it necessary to advert further to the subject in this

At our meeting of 9th April, 1918, we sanctioned arrange- 
ments for the transinission uf salary payments direct to the 
teachers, and we have reason to believe that this innovation has 
given much satisfaction. 

In connection with our Estimates for 1919-20 we have Renewed 
urged on the bovernment the necessity of extending the system Pro- 
of National Education by the establishment of higher grade PosaU. 
schools and advanced departments in ordinary national schools 
and by making due provision for continuation schools an the 
lines set forth in the English Education Act, 1918. We are 
hopeful that .our representations on these matters will receive 
careful attention and be brought into force in the course of the 
present year. Another matter which we have pressed on the 
Treasury, but so far without effect, is the provision of m-ants 
for instruction in Woodwork for the senior boys in atteiidancQ 
at the national schools; W'e attach considerable importance to 
the teaching of this subject, and we greatly regret that the aid 
asked for it in recent years has not yet been placed at our dis- 
posal. 

Early in 1918 we were enabled to take measures to improve inspec- 
our system of scliool mapection by the , appointment of three oi tion 
the then existing Senior Inspectors to the office of Divisional 
Inspector. These inspectors will, as their chief duty, supervise 
and co-ordinate the work, of the Senior and Junior Inspectors 
with a view’ to securing a just and uniform standard of inspec- 
tion throughout the country, and their services will be. available 
for the hearing of appeals against the inspectors’ reports on the 
part of the teachers and for dealing generally with complaints 
or difficulties that may arise from time to time in the working 
uf the system. We have also entrusted to them the 
function of recommending for our sanction all text books sub- 
mitted for use in the National schools. The general work of the 
inspection staff and the supervision of the training colleges re- 
main as heretofore under the immediate control of the Chief 
Inspectors. 

We have recently appointed a Committee of the Board, which Train- 
is still deliberating, to consider the relations (if any) which ing of 
should exist between the training oollege.s and the universities. Teachers 
The question of the future supply of trained teachers is one 
which requires careful attention in present Circumstances. 

Since April, 1918, the administration of the grants for the Medical 
medical and dental inspection and treatment of school children 
has been transferred, with our concurrence, to the Local Covern- tion of 
ment Board. As we have frequently had occasion to point ont School 
in our Reports, there was little hope of extending this service to OhUdren 
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the schools generally so long as the Treasury insisted on half the 
cost being defrayed from local sources and there was no power 
of raising the funds necessary out of local rates. The following-

We are pleased to know that the Government are obteining 
I^arliamentary powers to enable the county rating authorities to 
defray half the cost of the medical and dental inspection and 
treatment out of the rates. 

Promo- The new scheme of salaries has enabled teachers to receive 
tions of promotion in grade at much shorter intervals and on easier con- 
Teachers ditions than under the system hitherto in force, and during the 
year ended 31st March, 1918, we awarded promotion to higher 
grades to 472 porincipal teachers who had successfully complied 
with the new conditions. We promoted 271 assistant teachers 
to the second grade in the same period. Trained assistants are 
now eligible for promotion on serving for at least one year at the 
maximum salary of the third gxade, provided their school work 
has been reported as highly satisfactory for the preceding period 
of three years. 

The abolition of the “ standard numbers,” which checked for 
so many years the free influx of teachers to the two sections of 
the first grade, has led to a large increase in the number of 
teachers who have received special promotion in the financial 
year 1917-18, as compared with previous years. During the year 
ended 31st March, 1918, we awarded special promotion to 229 
principal teachers. Of these 111 (94 men and 17 women) were 
placed in first section of first grade, 58 (35 men and 23 women) 
m second section of first grade, and 60 (30 men and 30 women) 
in second grade. M^e have also had under consideration the 
regulations previously in force for special promotion, and on 9th 
April, 1918, we adopted the following new rules, to become 
operative as from 1st April, 1918 : — 

I. Principal teachers of schools with an average attendance 
of 70 or over to be eligible for special promotion to the 
first section of first grade after nine years’ service. 

n. Principal teachers of schools with an average attendance 
of 50 or over to be eligible for special promotion to the 
second section of first grade after six years’ service. 
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III. Principal teachers of schools with an average attendance 
of 30 or over to be eligible for special promotion to the 
second grade after three years’ service. 

TV. Untrained assistant teachers, who rank in the third class 
under the rules in force prior to 1900, or those appointed 
subsequently, up to 1903, to be eligible for special pro- 
motion to tlie second grade on the completion of fifteen 
years' service. 

The conditions of efficiency required for special promotion, 
viz. six consecutive years’ highly efficient sendee for first 
grade (both sections) and three consecutive years’ highly efficient 
service for second grade, remain unchanged. 

We regret to have to record the death of our late colleague, 
Mr. Eicliard Bagwell, M.A., D.Litt., whose demise occurred in 
December, 1918. At our meeting of the 17th December, 1918, 
the following resolution was unanimously adopted : — 

“ Before proceeding to ordinary business the members of 
this Board wish to place on record their regret at the death 
of their colleague, Mr. Bagwell, who for so many years had 
loyally co-operated with them and given them the benefit of 
his exceptional knowledge on questions of routine and hia; 
tory and had a broad-minded regard for the opinions of those 
who differed from him.” 

Mr. William .Parr, for many years principal of St. Mark's 
National School, Ballysillan, Belfast, has been appointed to suc- 
ceed the late Mr. Bagwell.

This shows a decrease of 58 in the number of schools in opera- 
tion when compared with the number on the 31st December, 
1916. The decrease is in a considerable measure due to the 
amalgamation of adjoining boys’ and girk’ schools, or of small 
schools in the same locality. 

2, Of these schools, 3,633 were vested schools, the remainder 
were non-vested.

The total liabili- 
ties, therefore, on that date amounted to £71,278 15s. 9d

Grants. 
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In two oases of the erection of new school-houses grants 
amounting in the aggregate to £220 16s. lid. in excess of the 
normal grants were made, as the schools are to be built in needy 
and congested districts. Similarly in 117 improvement eases 
grants in excess of the normal were sanctioned to the amount 
of £247 4s. 9d. 


In 19 cases, where the erection of new school-houses has been 
postponed until after the war, grants amounting to £279 12s. 6d. 
were made, with the sanction of the Lords of His Majesty’s 
Treasury, as an exceptional concession to meet a special 
emergency towards works necessary to render the existing 
school-houses serviceable for some time longer. This sum is 
included in the amount of the grants made towards improv- 
ing existing vested schools. 

Loans for g_ yy-g did not approve during the year of any appucauon 
SSit°or to the Board of Works for a loan for enlarging or otherwise 
schools, improving an existing non-vested school-house. 


Loans _ ypg jiot approve of any loan to provide a teachers’ 
d°enfes!‘' residence, or to improve an existing residence. 


Since the year 1875, when the National School Teachers' 
Residences (Ireland) Act came into force, 1,970 applications for 
loans, and 82 applications for grants, have been approved by 
us. In a large percentage of oases, however, the Teachers are 
as yet unprovided with suitable residences.

7. On the 31st of December, 1917, we had 8,060 schools in 
operation. During the year 1917, 33 schools were brought into 
operation — viz., 19 vested in the Commissioners or in trustees, 
and 14 non-vested. In 95 oases the grants were either suspended 
or withdrawn.

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Lay The teaching power in some convent and monastery schools 

assistants is partly made up of lay assistants who, though not paid 
directly by us, are, where the Board’s requirements as to 
grading, salary, etc., are complied with, granted valuable 
privileges in the matter of service, training, ete. Of these lay 
assistants about 360, serving in 80 convent and monastery 
schools, are fully recognised under Rule 101 (2). 

Excluding pupils paid for by the Industrial Schools Depart- 
ment, the average number of pupils on the rolls of the convent 
and monastery national schools for the year was 118,562. 

The average daily attendance at these schools for the year was 
89,573. 

The percentage of the average daily attendance of pupUs to 
the average number on the rolls was 75'6.

16. The number of workhouse schools in connection with our 
Board on 31st December, 1917, was 95, of which 91 were in 
operation. 

The average number of pupils on the rolls of these workhouse 
schools during the year was 2,048, and the total average daily 
attendance of pupils for the year was 1,822. 

Elementary Evening Schools. 

17. During the session 1917-18, 241 Elementary Evening 
Schools (including 20 Schools to which grants are payable under 
the alternative rules for Evening Schools in large urban centres) 
were in operation. The average attendance of pupils at these 
schools (excluding the schools paid under the alternative rules) 
was 6,665. 

During the financial year 1917-18 payments amounting to 
£6,525 12s. 4d. were made in respect of Evening Schools. 


Industrial School Children attending National Schools.* 

18. In addition to the Baltimore Fishery Industrial National 
School there were 27 National Schools, attended by children 
from Industrial Schools (certified under the Industrial Schools 
Act). The average number of these pupils on the rolls for the 
year 1917 was 1,473, (284 boys and 1,189 girls) ; and the 
average daily attendance was for all these pupils 1,421, and 
for those under 15 years of age, 1,397. These industrial school 
children are instructed in the same manner as the ordinary day 
pupils of the national school ; but payment for their instruction 
is not made by ns, but by the Industrial Schools Department.

34. Of the Principal and Assistant Teachers receiving per- 
sonal salaries from the Board on 31st December, 1917, about 
76 per cent, were Trained Teachers. 

35. Colleges for the teaching of Irish. 

A payment of £5 is made to recognised colleges for the teaching 
of Irish in respect of each teacher who, having attended the 
required number of lessons, passes the examination at the end of 
the course and who subsequently teaches Irish satisfactorily in 
a public school for one year. In order to facilitate their atten- 
dance at these courses, teachers are granted vacation to the 
extent of 60 days in the year in which they attend a course, 
provided their schools are kept open for at least 200 days in 
such year. Nineteen colleges have been recognised, and since 
they were opened, 2,642 of the students have been registered as 
qualified to teach Irish as an ordinary or extra subject.

Of the latter number, 224 schools earned the special grant for 
satisfactory instruction in this programme. 

Rural Science and Horticultime. 

39. In the school year 1916-17 there were 164 schools with 
recognised school gardens attached. Grants amounting to 
M49 7s. 6d, were earned by 140 of these schools'for instruction- 
m Gardening. Equipment grants to the amount of £284 18s. 2d. 
were made for the year, and prizes amounting to £150 were 
also awarded. 

Merit Certificates. 

40. 303 Merit Certificates, in ordinary subjects were issued 
durmg the year to pupils over 13 years of age who had been 
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enrolled in the Seventh Standard for one year, and who had, ir. 
the opinion of the inspectors, attained satisfactory proficiency 
in English, Arithmetic, and Geography. Certificates of merit 
in technical subjects were awarded to 61 pupils over I 4 years 
of age, who had been enrolled in the sixth standard for at 
least one year, and who had, in the opinion of the inspectors, 
attained to satisfactory proficiency in the technical subject as 
well as in ordinary subjects of the school programme 

These Merit Certificates are distinct from the Higher Grade 
Certificates awarded to pupils of National Schools in connection 
with the examinations conducted by the Belfast. Dublin and 
Cork Higher Grade Certificate Committees. 

Half-time Pupils under the Factory and Workshop Acts. 

41. About 150 National Schools (chiefly in Counties Antrim, 
Down, Armagh, and Tyrone) are attended by half-time pupils 
under the Factory and Workshop Acts. For the year 1916 
(the latest for which the figures are available) the average 
number of half-time pupils on the rolls was 4,138, and in all 
but three of the schools the “ alternate day ” system of attend- 
ance was adopted. 

The Reid Bequest. 

42. In accordance with one of the provisions of the Reid 
Bequest Scheme for the advancement of education in the County 
Kerry, the Commissioners, having considered the answering of 
the male monitors employed in the National Schools of that 
county' at the annual examinations of 1917, awarded prizes 
as follows : —

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43. Carlisle and Blake Premiums. 


The Carlisle and Blake Premium Pund 

1 . The Commissioners of National Education are empowered 
to allocate to the teachers of ordinary National schools the 
interest accruing from certain funds at their disposal in pre- 
miums, to be called “ The Carlisle and Blake Premiums ” 
Teachers of Model Schools, Convent Schools, or other special 
schools, are not eligible for these premiums. 

2. The interest from the accumulated funds available for 

premiums is distributed in premiums of £5 each— one for the 
most deserving principal teacher in each of the circuits every 
year, upon the following conditions : — ■ ^ 

(a.) that the average attendance and the regularity of the 
attendance of the pupils are satisfactory ; 

(b.) that a fair proportion of the pupils have passed in the 
higher standards ; 

(e.) that, if a boys’ or mixed school, taught by a master in 
a rural district, the elements of the sciences under- 
lying agriculture are fairly taught to the boys of the 
senior standards ; and, if a girls’ school (rural or 
town), needlework is carefully attended to ; 

(d.) that the state of the school has been reported during 
the pi-evious two years as satisfactory in respect of 
efficiency, moral tone, order, cleanliness, discipline, 
school records, supply of requisites, and observance 
of the Commissioners’ rules. 

3. No teacher is eligible for a premium more frequently than 
once in five years.
